chairman of the president's law en- 
forcement commission, did not

tend to divide the wets, his state- 
ment that 2.713 beer "would not sat- 
isfy -a robust taste or solve the pro- 
hibition problem" may have that 
effect. 


For many years the drys have suc- 


ceeded from time to time in driving 
a wedge between opposing groups 
by insisting that no 
differentiation 


could be made between the traffic 
in wHisky and the distribution, of 
light wines and beer. In recent 
months the wets have been gathered 
together under a single banner of 
opposition to the existing- dry law 
and have not offered a definite pro- 
gram as their abjective, though in- 
cluded among them are many who 
wish to see the repeal of the 
eigh- 


teenth amendment. In other words, 
those who favor the modification of 
the Volstead act and those who wish 
to see the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment are all gathered togeth- 
ec:in a criticism of the existing en- 
forcement situation. 


As usual when any law or move- 


ment is on the defensive, the opposi- 
tion gathers strength from all quar- 
ters. Mr. . Wickcrsham's statement 
that 2.75 beer would not solve the 
problem will be applauded by the ex- 
treme wets but will not be accepted 
by those who take the middle of the 
road. The latter group argue that a 
whisky taste never would have been 
developed i£ light wines and beer 
had been permitted. 
OTUKB 1'KOl'USALS MAUK 
A'arious proposals arc pending in 


congress and Mr. Wickersham's re- 
ply was directed specificially to the 
question of whether he believed in 
tho proposal of Representative Dy- 
er of Missouri to limit the alcohol- 
ic content to 2.75. There is, of course, 
no way of knowing whether such a. 
proposal is constitutional until an 
actual case is brought before the su- 
preme court of the United States. 


That tribunal has merely sanl by 


its decisions that congress has the 
power to fix the alcoholic content be- 
low the point at which a beverage 
becomes intoxicating. 
The present 


percentage of one-half of one per 
cent was merely upheld as a safe 
percentage when the power of con- 
gress to fix that proportion -was up- 
held by the supreme court. 


It has long been supposed that 


congress had the right to increase 
tho alcoholic content of liquor to 
any point but there is nothing in 
the supremo court decision which 
indicates this, particularly aince the 
eighteenth amendment prohibits the 
manufacture of "intoxicating bever- 
ages. Testimony was adduced before 
tiie supreme court to the effect that 
2.73 was not intoxicating. A case 
might be brought on this point again 
;f congress passed the Dyed bill.

Lord Balfour. 


Woking, Surrey, 
England—UP')— 


The earl of Balfour, veteran British 
statesman, died here at 8:43 a. m. 
today in a room at the home of his 
brother, the Honorable Gerald Bal- 
four. A window at his bedside over- 
looked one 
of the 
most beautiful 


scenes in Surrey. 


The end came peacefully 
to the 


statesman, who. was in his S2nd year. 
He had been distressingly ill for a 
long- time with laryngitis, and came 
here after an 
improvement .in his 


condition to convalesce. He had sev- 
eral setbacks however and was nev- 
er able to return 
to his home at 


Whittingehame, Prestonkirk, E. Lo- 
thian. 


From, the time he entered parlia- 


ment in 1874 until the closing: years 
of his life he figured as an impor- 
tant factor in British politics. 
He 


visited America as head of the .Brit- 
ish commission in 1917 and was a 
member of the British delegation to 
the Washing-ton Arms conference in 
1923. 


Secretary for Scotland in 1SS6, 


chief . secretary for 
Ireland, 
first 


lord of the admiralty, foreign secre- 
tary, prime minister and 
member 


of innumerable government missions 
and committees, 
the Earl of Bal- 


four's political 
life spanned by a 


good margin the latter years of the 
reign 
of 
Queen 
Victoria, 
down 


through the reign of King Edward 
VII and through more than 15 years 
of the reign of King George. 


He was most famous perhaps for 


the so-called Balfour note in which 
Great Britain renounced all post-war 
claims in continental 
Europe, both 


from her allies and Germany, beyond 
what was needed to 
pay her own 


debts in America, and by the Bal- 
four declaration of British policy in 
Palestine, which 
set that country 


aside 
as a home 
for repatriated 


Jews. 


trims Minister MacDonald inform- 


ed almost at once of the earl's death, 
declared: "It is the end of a long 
useful life and the whole nation will 
unite in expressing its regret and in 
paying its tribute." 


The earl was 81 years old last July 


and he played tennis right up to that 
birthday. A most notable character- 
istic was an almost unlimited capa- 
city to remember. He frequently as- 
tonished friends with recollections of 
the most trivial incidents in his long 
career.

Prior to this, two convictions for

With the 
release 
of 
Diamond, 


however, fear was expressed by Chief 
of Detectives John Stege that the 
police drive'against crime would col- 
lapse unless gunmen could be search- 
ed without warrants.

BEFORE CONGRESS 


Measure First Proposed by 


Socialists Under Consider- 
ation at Last

Washington — For the first time 


in 14 years Congress 
is formally 


considering proposals for old 
age 


pensions, thereby taking up an issue 
which ha« gained rapidly increasing 
importance in state legislatures. 


In 
January 
1916. 
Congressman 


Meyer London, the Xew York Social- 
ist, obtained hearings before 
the 


JTouss labor committee for his bill 
providing a commission 
to 
study 


problems of social insurance and old 
age. Subsequently the late Congress- 
man Victor Berger of Milwaukee, 
another Socialist, undertook to keep 
the issue alive. 


Both London and Berger are dead, 


but on 
February 20 'and 21 
the 


same committee will held hearings 
on several old age bills, introduced 
by both Republicans and all looking 
forward to federal co-operation in 
saving the aged and infirm 
from 


complete destitution and starvation. 


MNE STATES IN LINE 


Three years ago there was form- 


ed the American Association for Old 
Age Security, which included such 
men as Ethelbert Stewart, the U. S. 
commissioner 
of 
labor 
statistics; 


Bishop Francis J. McConnell of the 
Methodist church, and Father John 
A. Ryan, an originator of minimum 
wage laws. As a result of an,effective 
campaign there are now old age pen- 
sion laws in nine states, some effec- 
tive and some not —as 
in

where : pensions.-and poorhouses are 


. optional with counties —and 'coun- 
ties prefer pool-houses. 


The labor committee will consider

almshouse and that whereas 38 for- 
eign governments have old age pen- 
sion or insurance systems we are the 
only industrial nation making

adequate provision of the sort. 


It is estimated that there are 2,- 


000.000 persons, or one out of three 
of those over C5, who are penniless 
and totally dependent- upon charity 
or relatives for support.

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KILLING >;THE CONSTITUTION 


The Indianapolis News, one of the 


best examples of Amerjca's indepen- 
dent, substantial and ably 
managed 


newspapers,; has changed its position 
on prohibition. Up ^to this time a. sup- 
porter of the experiment, this influen- 
tial newspaper, published in the what 
is commonly regarded as one of the 
driest states in the Union, has reached 
the conclusion that the eighteenth 
amendment is a perversion of the con- 
stitution and ought to be taken- out. 
The reasons for its change are, set 
forth in an editorial from which v,e 
quote the following excerpt: 


Fundamentally, the question raised by tlie 


eighteenth amendment is not one of liquor or 
no liquor—that is a mere Incident—but of 
what can be put In the constitution -without 
impairing its force, changing Its character 
and ultimately destroying- it as a constitution. 
There is no limit to the possibilities if the 
documeflt is to become a-cliact - of. .prahibi.- _ 
tions . . . It was designed to be nothing 
more than a framew-oik of government. "We 
are converting it into a bundle, of statutes— 
a moral code 
"What we are -witnessing, therefore, is a 


sort of progressive assassination of the con- 
stitution, and a radical transformation, of our 
government. There must be—as it vras in- 
tended there should tie—a-certain flexibility 
in such a government as oyrs if it is to do 
its -work -rtell. It is impossible to Impose hard 
and fast "and rigid social or«conomic~rules on 
all our people -without creating great friction 
and dissatisfaction—without also weakening 
both tlie federal and the" state governments 
Such, a policy is hopelessly -at war -with what 
we used to call the genius of our^institutions 
. ... It reflects a tendency that "is extremely 
dangeroup, and may easily be the precuisor 
of a brooB, of "amendments" of like -nature. 


These, we think, are words of wis- 


dom. It mayjbe asked why it has taken 
so many years to convince this and 
other newspapers of the worth of a' 
fundamental principle that was as val- 
id ' %hen the eighteenth amendment 
was'adopted as it is now. 
It may be 


answered that many newspapers and 
individuals, in fact, a great majority of 
the American people, were willing to 
abridge a principle for the sake of 
achieving what they expected would 
be a great moral, social and economic 
gain. The results ha\e not 
justified 


this View. 


are not especially concerned 


the lives that ha\ e been sacrificed 


under prohibition. 
They had mostly 


themselves to thank. Nor do we sob 
oVer the mythical "life for a pint" vic- 
tim, as does the Chicago Tribune, and 
condemn as crooks and fools 
those 


who still honestly believe in prohibi- 
tion. Neither do we delude oursehes 
about the high purposes of those most 
loud in denunciation of the eighteenth 
amendment and most persistent in 
the movement for icpeal. 
Their 


promises that the saloon will not come 
back cannot be relied upon, for 
the 


saloon has ne\er left us and never v\ill 
as long as there is hquoi here to be 
sold. If it is not a legal saloon it vull 
be an illegal saloon for there is never 
anything legal about liquor. We must 
expect it to be illegal no matter what 
its status" under the law may be. "We 
must be piepared for that. We must 
also be prepaied for its re-bid for coi- 
rupt control o\ er much of our political 
life. 


But all of these abuses combined, 


and \\ e shall ha\ e them whether \\ e 
have piohibition or not, are of less 
concern than the perveision of the con- 
stitution of the United States, and 
the attempt to make it a police regu- 
lator of peisonal conduct. There are 
few conditions worse or more danger- 
ous than abridgement of liberties the 
constitution is supposed to guarantee 
and maintain. If we cannot solve the 
liquor problem by education and regu- 
lation we can never solve it. The real 
test in the last analysis is our social 
and moral capacity as a nation of in-' 
dividuals. There could be no greater 
confession of political and social in- 
capacity than by attempting to relieve 
the people of responsibility for peison- 
al conduct by^pioscriptive and sump- 
tuary laws'. ' There are some things, 
worse even than saleons and hqucr 
oligarchies. One-ef them is what the 
Indianapolis News aptly terms "a sort 
of progressive 
assassination of 
the 


constitution, and a radical transforma- 
tion of oitr

Al Capone, one of Chicago's most 


distinguished citizens, has been re- 
leased from a Pennsylvania peniten- 
tiary. Ia"ordec to protect him 
from 


the annoyances of a curious mob, pris- 
on officials -spirited him avvay^in an 
automobile at an lipur much" earlier. 
thanThis expected release and aided 
him 'in making a secret getaway. 
In 


fact/in order to accommodate this 
arch gangster and put him on a par 
with such men as Harry Sinclair in 
the bestowal of prison favors, the war- 
den made a special trip to Harrisburg 
to obtain the governor's signature to 
release papers. He got back at four 
o'clock in the morning and two hours 
later Capone was speeding away in a 
special state automobile. His own pri- 
vate bodyguard went with him in &r- 
der to give him the drop on any enemy 
who might attempt to kitf him. 


Is it any wonder we have crime and 


lawlessness in the United States when 
murderers and gangsters are treated 
in this lavish manner? One can imag- 
ine the warden of the Pennsylvania 
penitentiary making a special trip to 
the state capital to obtain release pa- 
pers for the ordinary and obscure crim- 
inal. But Mr. Capone is a king in the 
underworld who is apparently entitled 
to the deference and homage of his 
rank. It is of no matter that he is many 
times a murderer and that he as much 
as any other individual is responsible 
for Chicago's shocking crime condi- 
tions. The greater and 'more "successful 
a desperado, the more his worth 
is recognized. 
The newspapers give 


him front page streamers and columns 
of descriptive publicity. The greatest 
movie actress gets no more, ev-en in a 
shooting scrape or divorce proceeding. 


Mr. Capone is magnified and glori- 


fied as a man -of high .importance. 
When he gets back, to Chicago, if he 
gets "back alive, gang warfare will take 
on a new arfcTirrtensive- phase, and the 
generalissimo iv.ijl ber. undisturbed by 
the authorises. He will sit tight in his 
apartments protected by" a posse "of his 
followers arid- issue- from- his strong- 
hold orders to kill, rob and loot. Chi- 
cago has no intention of punishing him 
for any of his crimes. He is altogeth- 
er too powerful a gangster. In fact, he 
is more powerful than the government 
of that buccaneering city. When he is 
finally shot down in an unguarded mo- 
" merit Kb-^will have a funeral at 
least 


equal to^tliat accorded former --Presi- 
dent Taft. What'Mr. Capone does is 
more important than,' what the mayor 
of Chicago does. .He is, in fact, to be 
rated as its foremost citizen. 
• "Disgusting "as the,whole picture is, 
it is rather typjcal of American"life at 
this precise" moment.

Five Lanes Are Reserved by 


Government for Industry' 
Use

Washington —(CPAJrrr Radio will 


continue to be used in the location 
of oil deposits hidden beneath sur- 
face rocks by the all but miraculous 
method evolved by engineers. 


An administrative fight against 


the use of these valuable frequencies 
for "private -enterprise," which has 
been waged for nearly two years, 
now winds up with the definite res- 
ervation of five channels for the oil 
industry. 


The federal radio commission has 


issued an order, by majority vote, 
definitely establishing a policy re- 
specting the use of'radio in oil ex- 
plorations by all qualified oil com- 
panies, without requiring them .to 
operate as public utilities. 


.The issue was broader than the 


mere use of the few short wave 
channels. The oil industry, flanked 
by government scientists, has em- 
phasized that radio plays 
an im- 


portant part in the administration 
program of oil conservation. By the 
radio exploration 
method, without 


great expanse and with no lost mo- 
tion, the presence of oil beneath 
the earth's 
crust 
is shown 
in- 


variably. 


There are no "dry holes" as have 


occurred in years past 
through 


haphazard drilling. 


USE TWO METHODS 


The geophysical method uses radio 


in two days. The first is to trans- 
mit radio signals in parallel with 
seismic or sound waves in the un- 
derground explorations at the spot 
being prospected. The seismic waves 
are created by dynamite explosions 
at a given point and at.the exact 
time at which the dynamite is set 
off, 
the radio transmitter emits a 


signal. 


The underground sound waves are 


picked up by seismographs at vary- 
ing distances and the radio signals 
by other members of the exploration 
party.

times for transmission of the 
two 


waves, it is possible to determine the 
nature of the ^ubstance beneath the 
earth, even to depths of thousands 
of feet, and thus to ascertain wheth- 
er oil deposits exist. 


Radio's other use in oil explora- 


tions is for ^transmission 
of intel- 


ligence between exploration parties, 
which sometimes operate 25 miles 
apart. Thus geophysical 
sicentists 


are absolutely dependent upon radio, 
because they 
operate on 
wastes, 


•where no 
other means of com- 


munications is available. 


In the few years during1 
the 


geophysical radio system has been 
used, the 
industry estimates 
that 


more than $100,000,000 in oil deposits 
have been uncovered. The industry 
can guage accurately the presence 
of oil beneath the sin-face, and thus 
adjust production to the demand 
111 line with the conservation policy. 


The commission now has decided

business dealing with gioceries and 
delicatessen stoies, carrying meats, 
fresh fruits, confections and vege- 
tables, showed plainly that the busi- 
ness \olume of establishments selling 
a variety of goods e\ceeded substan- 
tially that of the stoies selling onp 
or tw o lines onlj . 
Full line grocery and delicatessen 


stores had an average annual volume 
of $32,700. This compaies with SU,- 
651 average foi the stoies selling 
groceries onl>. Average sales

grocery and delicatessen fums which 
did not carry meat, but which ear- 
ned fiesh fruit and vegetables was 
$11,680, while those without fresh 
fruit and vegetables had sales of $15,-

glamor that

stock because of the mystery of its 
ore reserves. There alwajs is the 
chance of a "strike" of rich ore. For 
that reason mining stocks are Ideal- 
ly speculative issues. 
The copper situation is of peculiar 


interest just now because of what 
may be called a "buyers' strike ' in 
the market, precipitated by the re- 
fusal of producers to reduce their 
price on refined copper despite the 
decline in consumption and increas- 
ing: surplus stocks of metal. Buyers 
are resentful here and abroad and 
are purchasing: metal from hand to 
mouth and u&ing- up all of the scrap 
copper they can. in the hope the 
price will come down.

Uncle Sam

London— Faced by a 
consump- 


tion and market situation in which 
the boom prices for rubber have 
been badly slashed, British producers 
are trying desperately to devise some 
scheme by which prices can be held 
•up and Uncle Sam made to pay the 
piper. 


What this means to American 


manufacturers and American con- 
sumers is plain from this fact: 


Some years ago, when "Winston 


Churchill -was chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, he gleefully said that big 
as -were Britain's war 
debt pay- 


ments to us, Britain was more than 
getting it back by our enormous 
purchase of rubber and tin. 


British possessions produce the 


bulk of the world's rubber and tin, 
with the Dutch possessions coming 
next. 
Some years ago a scheme was 


devised whereby the British produc- 
ers of rubber restricted their output, 
the idea being to force up the price 
and thus make a bigger profit on a 
smaller stock. So successful were 
they -for a time that rubber cost 
American manufacturers as high as 
$1 a pound. 
It led to President Hoover, then 


secretary* of commerce, advocating 
greater use of old rubber. It also 
led to Henry Ford and other great 
consumers of rubber purchasing land 
in Brazil, Liberia and other places 
for the purpose of starting their own 
rubber plantations and thus making 
themselves economically independent 
both of British and Dutch produc- 
ers. 
\The rubber 
restriction 
scheme 


worked splendidly for a while, but 
it failed because many Dutch grow- 
ers, as well as countless small Chi- 
nese planters in. Malaysia, refused 
to come into the plan. The whole 
tiling went to pot, with the lesult 
that the other day rubber was quot- 
ed at 17 cents a pound. 


A so-called attempt at rationaliz- 


ing the rubber industry was launch- 
ed here the other day. It was pro- 
posed that a central selling agency 


- be evolved. It was pointed out that 


ewer 60 per cent 
of the

gronn rubber -was produced by 20 
large companies or allied groups. It 
was suggested that the 37 smaller 
groups 
combine and enter 
this 


scheme. 
But at once the Malaysian plan- 
ters protested if companies were un- 
able to sell individually they •would 
be unable to sell collectively. 


, They said that the 
recommenda- 
tions would eventually result in the 
smaller companies being gobbled up 
by the bigger ones: that the plan 
took no account of the attitude of 
the Dutch-planters and, even if they 
came m, there would still be the 
pioblem of the large number of na- 
tive and Chinese planters who could 
and would not be organized. 


It was also denied that any such 


scheme could at this time either 
xalse or stabilize rubber pi ices, par- 
ticularly as it was uncertain what 
amount of rubber America 
would 


consume following the stock smash

However, other state- 


ments used in his advertising came to the 


attention of the Federal Trade Commission 


on a question of their truthfulness. 


As a result of the action of the Federal 


Trade Commission he was ordered to stop his 


admitted practice of using in his advertising 


false testimonials of non-smokers to the effect 


that they kept slender by smoking his brand 


of cigarettes, and was further ordered to stop 


using other fake testimonials and the specious 


argument that all can keep slender by smok- 


ing that brand of cigarettes. He then began 


to use again the form of statement quoted 


above or variations of it. 


XF ANY MANUFACTURER chooses to say that 
J- the tobaccos he uses contain "harmful irri- 


tants, corrosive acrids, that are injurious to 


the throat," and then to claim that these 


things are removed by the heat-treating 


process, that is his own affair. But when he 


tries to create the impression that it is general 


practice to use in cigarettes such rank 


tobaccos as he describes, we object to the 


attempted reflection on the industry.
